Missouri is to have a state,wide 
Centennial Celebration worthy of 
the name! 
Wth the signing of the Centen­ 
nial Exposition bill by Governor 
Hyde, and the appointment of a 
commission of twenty-one 
mem­ 
bers to supervise the exposition, 
the machinery has been officially 
set in motion. The bill, passed by 
the Fifty-First Assembly, carries 
an appropriation of $150,000 to de­ 
fray the expenses of the celebra­ 
tion. 
The dates will be August 8-20, 
1921. 
The State Fair grounds at 
Sedalia were chosen as the site. 
Plans for a stupendous program 
are already under way. 
Governor Arthur M. Hyde was 
elected president of the Centen­ 
nial Commission at the first meet­ 
ing of the body held in Jefferson 
City, April 21. 
Lieutenant Gover­ 
nor Hiram Lloyd was elected vice­ 
president, and appointed by Gov­ 
ernor Hyde as chairman of an ex­ 
ecutive committee of seven mem­ 
bers which will have direct charge 
of the exposition, acting for the 
commission as a whole. Represen­ 
tative F. H. Hopkins of Westboro 
was chosen secretary of the com­ 
mission; and Representative S. L. 
Highleyman of Sedalia, treasurer.

pointed by Governor Hyde, is as 
follows:

THE PASSING OF COMMUNISM. 


There has been noticeable of late a 
distinct increase of gloom in the mass 
of comment and 
prognostication on 
the state of affairs in Europe. 
Not all 
who have been writing recently on the 
subject have 
been 
gloomy 
by any 
means, but the number of prophets of 
woe 
has 
grown. 
Three 
or . four 
months ago the 
ranks 
of the latter 
were much 
depleted. 
There was a 
general feeling that the world, having 
come along so far without lapsing into 
chaos, would probably pull through. 
Doubtless this is still the belief of most 
people, but in the past several weeks 
the number of those who think other­ 
wise has increased, and one finds a 
distinct revival of the fear, which was 
at 
one 
time 
so 
oppressive 
to all 
thoughtful people, that there is going 
to be a general European descent into 
Bolshevism after all. 
It seems to us 
that t^iose who forecast this debacle 
are admirably and concisely answered 
in the following from the New York 
Evening Post: 
“Europe’s state is not a particularly 
happy one, but Europe is in healthier 
condition today than it was two years 
ago. 
Force of habit 
and 
the wish 
which is father 
to the 
thought will 
account for thev professional pessimists 
who see the continent sinking into dis­ 
solution as the result of a Treaty and 
an Allied policy which they do not 
like. 
Europe 
is not 
disintegrating, 
and the proof is found in Western Eu­ 
rope’s repeated rejection of the Com­ 
munist gospel or despair. 
. 
. 
. 
“Socialism all over Western Europe 
has emphatically said No 
to 
Lenin. 
For 
obvious 
reasons 
Socialists 
in 
France and in Italy have ‘adhered’ to 
the Third Internationale. The prestige 
of a Socialist government in control of 
Russia demanded 
the tribute of lip­ 
service. 
But we have 
the 
striking 
ease of Italy to show that Communism 
is rejected by the 
Socialists in fact. 
When Italian workers seize the fac­ 
tories, when they seem to stand on the 
verge of a proletarian 
dictatorship, 
and then resolutely refuse to make the 
plunge, we have the clearest kind of 
proof of what the great mass of work­ 
ers in Western Europe really think of 
Lenin’s 
experiment. 
Socialism 
in 
Italy, Germany and France by its acts 
has refused to follow Lenin. 
British 
labor has savagely denounced the Rus­ 
sian gospel. 
Afid now Lenin has ac­ 
quiesced in the verdict. 
The world 
revolution has been indefinitely post­ 
poned.” 
* 
As for Lenin’s acquiescence in the 
verdict, there 
may 
be some doubt 
about that. 
He has pretended before 
this to be what he was not, and he 
may be pretending again. 
But wheth­ 
er he has acquiesced in the verdict or 
not, there can hardly be much doubt 
about what the verdict of Europe has 
been, and it is hard to find anywhere 
any real sign that Europe is consider­ 
ing changing that verdict. 
Moreover, 
if Lenin’s olive branch is a sham, there 
is and has been for a long time no 
doubt that Communism in Russia is 
dead. 
It wouldn’t work and it had to 
be abandoned, and the thing that has 
taken its place is an absolutely differ­ 


ent thing. 
Hence, w hile'Red Russia 
ut today is a menace to the world, it 
is not 
a Communist 
menace. 
That 
phase has passed, and if the present 
oidei in Europe collapses, sometTiing 
other than Communism will take its 
place. 


FOR PEACE AT WASHINGTON. 


Much attention 
is being 
devoted 


nowadays to ways and means of keen­ 
ing the peace bet ween nations. 
Some 
students of government ought to de­ 
vote some of their time to finding a 
way of keeping the peace between 
presidents and congresses. For several 
decades at least war between the pres­ 
ident and the congress has been the 
rule in this country a large part of the 
time, and this condition of affairs is 
very serious and 
leads to lamentable 
results. 
Everybody knows, at least vaguely 
how calamitous for the country was 
the most recent of these presidential- 
congressional wars. It prevented rati­ 
fication of the Peace Treaty, kept this 
country out of the League of Nations, 
and added enormously to the burdens 
of an 
overburdened 
and 
harassed 
world. 
Yet a review of our recent po­ 
litical history might have warned us 
that these very things were likely to 
take place: for it has often been the 
case that the executive, by the time 
he was approaching 
the 
end of his 
term, had become 
exceedingly 
un­ 
popular with the congress and was in 
more or less open conflict with it. 
How to prevent the recurrence of 
this condition of conflict wTould seem 
to be a question worthy of attention. 
President Harding has started off in 
the midst of beautiful harmony, so far 
as the surface indications go. 
There 
is no apparent quarrel between him 
and the congress of which he was so 
recently a member. 
But although he 
has not yet been president two months 
the seeds of conflict are beginning to 
germinate, and there is no assurance 
whatsoever that 
his 
relations with 
congress will be harmonious two years 
from now. 
Since Mr. Harding is not 
so positive or forceful a personality 
as Woodrow* 
Wilson 
or Theodore 
Roosevelt, for instance, he may not be 
hated by congress as heartily as these 
two strong presidents wTere hated; but 
it will be fortunate and surprising if, 
when his term draw’s to a close, more 
or less open w arfare is not raging be­ 
tween the executive 
and 
legislative 
branches of the government. 
Perhaps there is no practical way 
of preventing these conflicts at Wash­ 
ington. 
They have their roots in hu­ 
man nature and in politics, and human 
nature must continue to be human na­ 
ture and politics will always be poli­ 
tics. 
Yet it is a pity; for the incalcul­ 
able injury inflicted upon the country 
by 
these 
presidential-congressional 
wars needs no more impressive illus­ 
tration than 
that 
provided 
by the 
events of the last year of President 
Wilson’s term of office.

of dollars expense to secure and 
iiave fitted up new quarters. 
As repairing, remodeling and re­ 
building were 
decided 
upon, the 
court took the usual and customary 
steps. 
It has always been the cus­ 
tom in this county and other coun­ 
ties in the state 
for 
the county 
court to secure the services of an 
architect in remodeling and recon- 
st met nig public buildings. There 
is no precedent for scouring com­ 
petitive bids for this class of work. 
The records of this 
county 
will 
show that our county courts hare 
secured services of architects when 
questions 
of 
remodeling or rein­ 
forcing any of the old structures 
have come up. To have used a com­ 
petitive system would have caused 
delay and would have entailed lar­ 
ger expense. The reconstruction 
must, of necessity, 
be 
upon 
the 
lines of the old court house. To as­ 
certain the facts necessary tQ an in­ 
telligent procedure it became nec­ 
essary to have an architect go over 
tile old structure, see what must he 
torn out, and make plans and speci­ 
fications for a reconstruction. With­ 
out this procedure the court could 
not 
make 
an 
intelligent 
order 
touching a bond issue. 
If we had 
been building a new structure and 
not confined to remodeling aud re­ 
construction of the old building, the 
court 
could 
have 
estimated the 
price that the county could afford, 
the bonds could have been voted, 
and then these details gone into. 
However, under the circumstances 
of utilizing the old structure and 
being confined to its general con­ 
tour, it became necessary to ascer­ 
tain these matters in advance, arid 
we feel that the county court was 
justified in doing what it did in this 
matter. 
As to these plans, 
this 
grand 
jury has gone over them thoroughly 
with the architect. 
There is no 
one .who will go over them but will 
know that if the construction fol­ 
lows the lines specified Pettis coun­ 
ty will have one of the most im­ 
posing, convenient, fire-proof pub­ 
lic buildings in the state. The space 
of the old structure is so remodeled 
as to make 
use of much 
waste 
space that was in the old and will 
accommodate the needs of Pettis 
county for years to come. 
We have further made inquiry in­ 
to cost of architectural supervision. 
The percent according to schedule 
in Missouri runs from 5 per cent to 
12^2 per cent. 
The county court 
has only gone tentatively into this 
phase and the only conclusion on 
that matter at the present time is 
that this service will not cost this 
county in excess of the minimum 
rate. 
Architectural supervision of 
a fire proof structure is absolutely 
necessary and such construction is 
never 
attempted 
without. 
What 
more eau we ask? 
As to the cost of the court house, 
we must remember that fire proof 
structures cost more, but are cheap­ 
est in the end. 
The best 
estimates 
obtainable 
put 
the cost 
at 
$350,000.00. 
It 
would therefore be unwise to vote 
on less. 
The voter should remem­ 
ber that the plans are available to 
make the estimate. 
Of course, we 
could build a court house for less 
money, but it would not meet pres­ 
ent needs, let alone tilt* needs of 
the future. 
The old court house was build on 
a 13 cents levy. This can be built 
on a 7 cents levy. 
The old court 
house cost each taxpayer assessed 
at $1,000.00, $1.30 per year, esti­ 
mate for twenty years; the new 
court house, if built will cost such a 
taxpayer 70 cents per year estimate 
for sixteen years at present assess­ 
ed valuation—$11.20 
in 
16 years, 
and less if valuation and population 
increase. 
We feel that Pettis county voters 
realize that we must have a court 
house. 
To vote this proposition 
down will, in our judgment, cost the 
taxpayers more taxes in the end. 
Thousands of 
dollars 
had to be 
spent in maintenance and providing 
temporary quarters where our offi­ 
cers are not conveniently located 
and our records are in jeopardy. 
Remember that the court house 
when built must be built under the 
law provided. 
It must be left by 
sealed bids to the lowest and best 
bidder. 
The person securing the 
contract must give a good and suf­ 
ficient bond to fully complete ac­ 
cording to plans and specifications. 
If the bids are for less than $350.- 
000.00, the excess bonds will not be 
issued. 
Our conclusion, therefore, is that 
all steps taken by the county court 
were absolutely necessary and were 
to the best interests of the citizens 
and taxpayers of Pettis county, and 
we feel 
that citizens should not 
criticize those whose duty it is to 
act, until all the facts are known.
